DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed oh 12/1 8/06 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is oh the ground(s) that the subject matter of Group I and Group II 
are sufficiently related. This is not found persuasive because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement. Furthermore, these 
inventions are distinct for the reasons given in the restriction requirement and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and/or have acquired a separate 
status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The invention is directed to a circuit 
board manufacturing as stated in the preamble of the .claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
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art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The disclosure, as originally filed, fails to provide support for forming a wiring and 
then forming a plurality of first pad electrodes. The disclosure, as originally filed, supports 
simultaneously forming a wiring and a plurality of first pad electrodes. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as failing to set forth 
the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. Evidence that claims 1-1 1 fail to 
correspond in scope with that which applicant(s) regard as the invention can be found in the 
originally filed claims filed 10/8/03 and Specification Page 2, Paragraph #0006, lines 2r5. In that 
paper, applicant has stated "forming, on a first substrate, a transfer chip including a thin-film 
electrical circuit formed of stacked films and a plurality of first pad electrodes used as 
connection terminals", and this statement indicates that the invention is different from what is 
defined in the claims because forming steps are performed at the same time rather than 
separately. 

7. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The preamble of the claims is directed to "a circuit board manufacturing method," while 
the body of the claims are directed to forming a transfer chip, a member, etc. It would appear 
that the claims are more directed to transferring an electrical component than to actually 
manufacturing a circuit board. 
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Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-11 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
